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Bolstering  NATO  Defences 


AGREEMENT  between  Canadair.  Ltd., 
the  manufacturers,  and  Germany  on 
an  order  for  225  Sabre  jet  airplanes  has 
been  announced  at  Ottawa  by  Production 
Minister  C.  D.  Howe.  The  order  will  not 
only  be  the  most  extensive  export  move- 
ment of  Canadian-made  aircraft  on  record, 
but  also  it  implies  direct  strengthening  of 
one  of  the  NATO  senior  partners  in 
Western  Europe.  It  is  that  fact,  more* 
than  the  sum  of  the  contract  or  the 
employment  which  it  will  mean  in  Canada, 
which  will  be  the  most  important  element 
In  the  deal.  Coupled  with  the  agreement 
is  Canada's  offer  to  train  German  pilots 
on  the  Sabre  jet.  which  is  both  an  opera- 
tional and  an  advanced  training  warplane. 

The  fact  that  Canada  is  equipped  to 
make  225  jet  warplanes,  engine  them,  and 
export  them  for  operational  use  is  in  itself 
a substantial  achievement.  Mr.  Howe  is 
right  in  drawing  attention  to  the  value 
of  such  production  from  a Canadian  stand- 
point. Canadian  designers  were  building 
nulls  and  assemblies  for  some  years  before 
there  was  a fella ble  Canadian  aircraft 


engine  ready  with  which  to  power  them. 
In  the  jet  fighter  class  the  still  compara- 
tively recently  acquired  skills  with  engine 
design  and  production  came  to  a head; 
and  as  a result  Canada  has  built  two 
advanced  types  of  jet  aircraft  which  h^ve 
remained  in  the  van.  Of  these,  the  Sabre 
jet  is  the  earlier  one,  but  a dependable 
and  useful  operational  machine. 

While  the  government  lias  not  an- 
nounced details  of  the  plan  to  Lain  pilots 
on  the  warplanes  to  be  supplied  to  Ger- 
many, there  should  be  little  difficulty 
there.  This  country  has  the  facilities, 
either  at  home  or  abroad,  to  repeat  in 
a smaller  and  more  limited  way  what  it 
did  with  great  success  during  the  course 
of  the  last  war,  when  Canada  was  the  pool 
country  for  Commonwealth  pilots. 

Recent  events  in  Europe,  leading  to 
the  necessity  for  strengthening  NATO  and 
making  sure  that  its  guard  Is  kept  up 
in  the  future,  serve  to  point  up  the 
importance  of  effective  defence  machines 
and  the  men  trained  to  fly  them  if  the 
need  should  arise. 


The  Law  Is  the  Referee 


#TfHE  incident  at  Toronto  this  week 
* wherein  a group  of  Hungarian  refu- 
gees became  suspicious  of  the  good  faith 
of  one  of  their  number  and  mobbed  him 
carries  a two-point  lesson  for  this  country. 
The  opportunity  for  Communism  to  infil- 
trate refugee  bands  from  Europe  with  its 
paid  informers  is  of  course  open.  The 
remedy,  however,  remains  in  the  hands 
of  the  law'  and  not  in  the  custody  of  any 
individual  or  group.  In  the  Toronto  affair 
the  man  who  was  mobbed  on  suspicion 
was  rescued  by  the  law,  and  rightly  so. 
In  the  eyes  of  this  country  he  is  an 
innocent  man  unle&s  some  regularly  con- 
stituted court  can  prove  otherwise.  More- 
over, that  principle  must  hold  for  all 
individuals  or  it  would  not  be  a protection 
to  any. 

In  the  present  instance  there  is  no 
reason  to  doubt  that  the  facts  will  be 
sifted,  and  if  there  is  any  case  to  meet 
it  will  be  brought.  While  one  can  well 
Imagine  the  feelings  of  a small  band  of 
men  and  women  who  had  been  driven 


from  their  homes  in  Hungary  by  Com- 
munist persecution,  there  can  be  no  such 
thing  as  individual  reprisals  on  anyone 
in  this  country  even  if  the  suspicions  had 
been  established.  In  this  case  they  were 
not,  and  in  effect  it  was  lynch-law  which 
was  being  misguidedly  attempted.  Accusa- 
tion in  Canada  can  lead  only  to  trial,  and 
at  trial  the  law  is  the  referee.  There  can 
be  no  short  cuts. 

That  is  not  say  that  in  the  present 
instance,  or  in  any  other  one  which  may 
arise  from  a companion  set  of  facts, 
nothing  need  be  done.  On  the  contrary 
nothing  is  more  certain  than  that  the 
properly  constituted  authority  of  the  land 
must  examine  every  complaint  that  is 
offered,  that  if  there  is  serious  questioning 
to  be  done  it  will  be  attended  to  by  the 
RCMP  or  whatever  agency  may  stand 
charged  with  that  duty. 

As  an  evidence  of  high  feeling  the 
Toronto  incident  was  entirely  understand- 
able, but  as  a means  of  redress  it  was 
“out  of  court."  In  Canada  fair  trial  must 
come  first. 


‘Just  for  a Minute’ 


FIRE  danger  is  at  its  peak  in  the  home 
at  this  time  of  year  with  Christmas 
trees,  lights  and  combustible  material  of 
various  kinds  adding  to  the  normal 
hazards.  For  that  reason  young  children 
should  never  be  left  alone  in  the  house 
when  their  parents  go  visiting.  The  risk 
In  doing  so  is  great  at  any  time,  and 
becomes  aggravated  during  the  Christmas 
and  New  Year  season. 

It  can  be  dangerous  also  to  turn  over 
supervision  to  any  baby-sitter  who  hap- 
pens to  be  available.  These  services  will 
be  hard  to  find  during  the  next  week  or 
so,  but  it  is  unwise  to  accept  a total 
stranger  as  a sitter  unless  he  or  she  comes 
with  the  recommendation  of  a friend  or 
aome  responsible  agency.  Tragedy  has 
entered  many  homes  because  of  inatten- 
tion by  eareiess  or  inexperienced  sitters; 
and  sometimes  because  of  sampling  the 
householder’s  supply  of  Christmas  cheer. 


One  of  the  risks  far  too  many  parents 
take  is  that  of  leaving  the  children  In  the 
house  by  themselves  for  "just  a minute" 
while  they  go  down  the  street  to  exchange 
greetings  with  friends.  The  minute  is 
more  likely  to  stretch  into  an  hour  or 
so,  during  which  the  children  through 
inquisitiveness  around  the  tree  or  fire- 
place may  set  the  house  alight 

The  possibility  of  tragedy  during  the 
season  of  gladness  is  not  a pleasant  sub- 
ject, but  it  is  one  that  needs  to  lie  kept 
in  mind.  Two  little  children  were  burned 
to  death  near  Prince  George  only  this 
week,  even  though  they  had  been  left  in 
the  care  of  baby-sitters.  Every  year 
around  Christmas  there  are  sad  reports 
from  all  over  the  country  of  children 
perishing  in  flames,  started  among  the 
decorations  so  lovingly  put  there  to  give 
them  pleasure.  More  often  than  not  their 
parents  had  gone  out  "just  for  a minute.”

It  is  presumed  that  because  people

when  this  is  found  not  to  be  the  case. 

Canadians  at  least  should  know 
better.  They  have  the  experience  of 
living  close  to  another  English- 
speaking  nation— the  U.S.A. — and  are 
aware  that  although  both  Canadians 
and  Americans  are  North  Americans 
they  have  shandy  defined  differences 
How  much  more  so  then  will  be 
the  situation  between  Canadians  and 
Australians,  separated  by  ? 000  miles 
of  water  and  seldom  In  contact  with 
one  another. 

The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that 
people  are  very  insular 
The  Journal  doesn’t  worry  about 
this,  however:  Itr  fact  It  thinks  our 
Ignorance  of  Australia  and  rice  versa 
is  a blissful  Ignorance.  It  fears  that 
If  we  get  to  know  each  other  too 
well  we  will  find  more  reason  to 
criticize.

Getting  to  know  one  another  in  that 
way-  and  after  10  years  of  It  nations 
on  the  official  level  ought  to  know 
one  another  thoroughly— has  scarcely 
advanced  universal  peace  and  plenty 
one  iota. 

It  may  have  been  the  spectacle  of 
an  endlessly  disputing  UN  that  In- 
duct* the  Ottawa  Journal  to  prefer 
blissful  ignorance;  with  regard  to  the 
Australians  anyway  Even  if  their 
longues  and  tasies  have  a slant  of 
their  own,  of  course,  we  consider 
them  as  belonging  to  the  same  totem 
We  needn't  actually  be  "appalled" 
because  while  ihey  differ  from  us 
they  are  like  us  too.

NATO’s  Healing  Process  Begun 


THIS  December  ihe  meeting  of  the 
NATO  Council  (the  foreign,  de- 
fence and  Ilnance  ministers  of  15 
member  state  of  ihe  North  Atlantic 
Trealy  Organization)  has.  by  general 
consent,  been  one  nf  The  most  Im- 
portant in  its  history. 

This  la  for  two  reasons.  One  is  the 
change  in  face  of  the  Soviet  policy 
that  has  been  revealed  by  the  Soviet 
action  tn  Hungary.  The  other  is  what 
Lord  Ismay,  the  NATO  secretary- 
general,  has  frankly  spoken  of  as  a 
"rift"  tn  the  organization  caused  by 
the  Anglo-French  action  over  Suez. 
The  two  are  linked  The  new  situs- 
tlor  in  Eastern  Europe  emphasizes 
the  need  for  healing  the  rift.  It  la 
this  which  has  been  uppermost  In  the 
minds  of  the  ministers  who  conferred 
In  Paris. 

So  much  so  that  It  was  decided  at 
the  beginning  ro  cut  down  the  meet- 
ings of  the  council  to  two  two-hour 
ses  ions  a day.  This  was  done  to 

give  up  as  much  tune 

as  possible  for  pri- 
vate talks  which  can 
be  far  more  useful 
than  formal  meetings 
when  the  task  is— In 
Lord  Ismay's  words 
—'  restoring  the  un- 
ity of  the  alliance." 

There  has  been  no 

indication  in  any  — 

quarter  to  minimize  the  seriousness 
of  the  divergencies  of  opinion  over 
the  Sue/,  or  to  disguise  the  fact  that 
t her*  has  been  a weakening  of  the 
mutual  confidence  between  some  of 
the  most  Important  members  of  the 
alliance.  There  has  been  some  very 
frank  speaking  At  the  same  time 
there  has  been  an  almost  unanimous 
agreement  that  restoration  is  far 
more  Important  than  recrimination. 
The  rebuilding  of  confidence  and  the 
re-establlahment  of  unity  cannot  he 
achieved  In  n few  hours  duriqg  a 
single  meeting  But  under  psycho- 
logical pressure  of  events  In  Hungary 
— there  has  been  a real  change.  The 
rift  la  no  longer  threatening  the  very 
existence  of  NATO.  The  healing  pro- 
cess  has  begun.  A dangerous  phase 
seems  definitely  lo  be  over. 
it  .'if  He 

It  has  heen  a fortunate  coincidence 
that  just  at  this  moment  the  council 
had  before  11  a report  of  the  com- 
mittee of  three  (Mr.  Pearson.  Mr. 
Lange,  Signor  Martino)  which  was 
appointed  last  May  to  consider  ways 
and  means  of  developing  co-operation 
among  the  NATO  countries  in  "non- 
military"  fields.

In  the  spring  there  had  been  hope 
that  the  potential  Soviet  military 
threat  In  Europe  was  rapidly  dimin- 
ishing. that  the  military  aspect  of  the 
NATO  alliance  was  becoming  less 
Important,  rhat  it*  military  tasks 
might  be  ending  and  Mint  more  at- 
tention could  now  be  given  to  those 
forms  of  political,  economic,  and 
cultural  co-operation  which  had  been 
envisaged  In  Article  2 of  the  North 
Atlantic  Treaty  of  1949. 

Tliat  hope  has  now  faded  But  at 
the  same  time,  the  Suez  affair  has 
given  this  report  of  the  "three  wise 
men"  tax  it  la  colloquially  called*  a 
new  importance.  For  it  has  made  a 
very  plain  fact  that  such  an  alliance 
cannot  function  effectively  unlev* 
there  l*  a considerable  measure  of 
co-operation  In  policy  as  well  as  In 
defensive  preparation*.  Without  po- 
litical harmony.  Ihe  integration  of 
military  force*  can  become  highly 
Ineffective.  Unity  In  defence  I*  not 
compatible  with  the  existence  of  seri- 
ous disagreements  aboul  policy.

Thera  had  already  been  one  un- 
pleasant example  of  that.  The  ten- 
sion between  Greece  and  Turkey  over 
the  Cyprus  question  had  seriously 
weakened  the  eastern  flank  of  NATO. 
It  had  made  a temporary  unreality 
of  the  threepower  Balkan  Part  be- 
tween Greece,  Turkey  and  Yugoslavia 
- though  this  Is  of  course  not  a part 
of  the  NATO  system  But  the  Suez 
rift  had  been  even  graver.  It  was  tn 
the  very  heart  and  core  of  NATO 
Itself. 

So  Ihe  feature  of  the  report  of  the 
"three  wise  men”  to  which  moat  at- 
tention has  been  paid  ha*  heen  the 
passage  In  which  they  call  for  closer 
consultation  among  the  NATO  gov- 
ernments In  the  formulation  of  policy 
and  In  taking  decision*  of  which  the 
consequences  may  affect  the  whole 
alliance.

The  problem  Is  not  easy  age.  It 
Is  not  a federation,  it  Is  an  alliance 
of  sovereign  states  for  specific  pur- 
pose* tn  a specific  area.  It  would  be 
Impossible  to  expect  that  any  single 
government  would  agree  to  submit 
all  its  external  policy  and  all  Its  dip- 
lomatic actions  to  prior  discussion 
aim  approval  by  a council  of  15  pow. 
era.  That  would  not  only  require  a 
renunciation  of  sovereignly  for  which 
nobody  Is  prepared.  It  would  also  in 
volve  a high  degree  of  Inefficiency, 
uncertainty  and  delay.
